The fight 
for the primary system won by a vote of 
15 to 14 in committee, but tr the convention 
was defeated by a vote of 850 to 9. Sen- 
ator Dantel led the fight against its adop- 
tion by the convention, animus back 
of it was a feeling against his colleague, 
Senator Martin. 

A feature of vesterday’s meeting that was 
mtch commented upon today was the se- 
lection of Hon. J. Taylor Fllyson as chatr- 
man of the state committee to lead the 
democratic fight in Virginia, with Major 
Tyler, his opponent, running for governor. 

Senator Daniel Indorsed. 

In an emphatic manner did the conven- 
tion attest its admiration for and’its confi- 
derce in the mate Daniel. Among the 
earliest acts of the morning session was the 
unanimous adoption, with great enthus!- 
asm, of the following resolution tntroduced 
by Mr. Perkins, of Pulask!, Governor Ty- 
ler’s county:

The reading of that reselution created the 
intensest enthusiasm, and it was adopted 
with a whoop which told eloquently of the 
place the famous soldier, orator and states- 
man of the Old Dominion holds in the 
hearts of her people.

pean pressure now exertised upon Turkey 
with reference to. the peace treaty. M. 
Stoloff’s antipathy toward Austria is no- 
torious, while the relations between the 
Austrian count and Prince Ferdinand had 
already ceased entirely, the Emperor Fruan- 
cis Joseph having obstinately refused to 
recaive the prince.

INDIANA PLACED IN DRY DOCK 


Battleship Will Not Be Ready for the 
Waters Before Tuesday. 


LARGE CROWD SEES THE WORK 


—— 


Two Hundred of the Ship’s Crew Put 
at the Disposal of Constructer 
Bowles. 


Halifax, N. S., August 12.—The United 
States battleship Indiana was successfully 
placed tn dry dock this morning. Although 
the hour was early, hundreds witnessed 
the docking. 

The Indiana left her moorings 
o'clock and steamed slowly into 
Huge hawsers were attached to the bow 
of the ship and gangs of men were on 
each side of the dock. They, with the as- 
sistance of block and tackle and hawsers, 
kept the vessel in position until sufficient 
water had been taken from the dock to 
allow the men to commence the work of 
shoring. Immediately after the Indiana 
had been docked four marines off the ship 
were ordered to do sentry duty. The work 
of snoring up the vessel was commenced 
at 9:3). The shoring has to be done very 
slowly, as it is the most important feature 
in connection with the docking*of a ves- 
sel. 

Two hundred of the ship’s crew 
placed at tthe disposal of Constructor 
Bowles and the manager of the dock. In 
addition to these, 10 men had been engaged 
by the @ry dock company to assist in the 
work. The Halifax workmen attended to 
the shoring. The battleship will remain tn 
dock over Sunday and will likely not be 
ready to leave until next Tuesday. 

While the Indiana was being docked one 
of the satlors fell overboard. He disap- 
peared and it was thought that he had 
been drowned by the suction under the 
ship. Thcre was some excitement for a 
time, but he soon came to the surface and 
was rescued. 


WAS TOWED BY NAVAL VESSEL.

Professor Welborn Traces the History 
of the American Planter and En- 
tertains His Hearers.

South End Hotel, Tybee, Ga., 
(Special.)—That destiny in which Pope 
Brown so largely believes, served him 
again today in the unanimous re-election 
to the presidency of the Georgia State Ag- 
ricultural Society. 

A single entry In the programme today, 
bearing the name of Professor W. C. Wel- 
of the Mississippi Agricultural col- 
lege, W the key to the platform upon 
which Pope Brown will appear before 
the people of this state within the next 
few months. Mr. Brown believes that the 
great need of the farmers of Georgia is 
education, not in the literary courses of 
the past so much as in the practical course 
of the present. The vocation of the great 
majority will always be agriculture, and 
therefore colleges in which agriculture {s 
given the place of honor are necessary. 

To give.an object lesson to the farmers 
of Georgia, President Brown invited Pro- 
fessor Welborn, of the Mississippi Agricul- 
tufal college, to address them. Professor 
Welborn made himself at once at home 
with the audience » wit referring to the 
agencies which had helped to awaken the 
people of Mississippi. He spoke of The 
Atlanta Constitution, adding: 

“The Constitution has a larger circulation 
in Mississippi than any other paper, and 
has, therefore, borne a corresponding share 
in our development.”’ 

Professor Welborn, who spoke with pleas- 
ing effect and thorough knowledge of his 
subject, traced the history of the Ameri- 
can farmer, being at one time the wealth 
producer of the country but now the least 
paid man in the world, and asked the 
question:

Men and Cattle at a Pennsylvania Tan- 
nery Dying. 

Durois, Pa., August 12.—Within the last 
few days four deaths have occurred among 
Falls Creek tannery employees, two 
miles from this city, and several others 
are very ill. Some time ago the tannery 
company received the first invoice of 100,000 
hides imported from China.

Time of Christ's Second Advent 
Is Warmly Discussed, 


INTEREST IN SUBJECT GROWS 


Sensational Papers Read at Toccoa 
Yesterday, 


PRESBYTERIANS IN HOT SESSION 


A Lively Fight in the General Assem. 
bly Foreshadowed by the Close 
Lines Shown at the Present 
Meeting—Developments 
of the Day. 


By L. L. Knight. 

Toccoa, Ga., August 12.—(Svecia).)—The 
pre-mil.ennial cenference of southern Pres- 
byter‘ers in session at this place developed 
several interesiing features today. 

One of *4ese was the paper prepared by 
Dr. A. W. Pitzer, of Washington, D. C., 
on the “Summary of Arguments for the 
Doctrine of Pre-millennism,’’ and read by 
Dr. J. B. Mack, of Fort Mill, 8. C. 

In this able paper Dr. Pitzer took the 
position that the world could never be 
completely subdued unto righteousness 
until Christ should return to it in His own 
Slorious person; and that, instead of wait- 
ing until after the millennium, or one 
thousand years of universal peace on earth, 
He would come in advance of that period 
and reign triumphantly through it. 

(Most Presbyterians adhere to what is 
known as the post-millennial theory of 
Christ’s coming. In other words, they be- 
lieve that one thousand years of universal 
reace and righteousness will prevail on 
earth before Christ makes His second ap- 
pearance in glorious majesty. In the 
standards of the church, however, there is 
no reference made either to the pre-millen- 
nial or the post-millennial theory of the 
second advent, and Presbyterians, as a 
rule, have been disposed to attach little im- 
portance to the matter. The standards of 
the church, of course, emphasize the second 
coming of Christ as a most essential re- 
ligeous truth, but they specify no particular 
theory in regard to it. 

The conference now in session at Toccoa 
is composed largely o€,pre-millennarians; 
and while it is made up of delegates from all 
parts of the south, it does not undertake 
to represent the southern Presbyterian 
church, but only individual members of it. 
From the character of today’s develop- 
ments, however, it is likely that the second 
coming of Christ in the manner outlined 
by pre-millenarians will prove a subject 
of lively interest, if not indeed of acrimo- 
nious controversy in subsequent sessions of 
the southern general assembly.., 

The Issue Must Be Met. 

“The doctrine is steadily growing in favor 
with Bible students,”’ observed one of the 
members of the conference today, “and 
Presbyteriang will soon be forced to declare 
themselves in regard to it. Most of them 
say that it m»kes little difference as a 
matter of religious faith whether Christ re- 
turns to this eath either before or after the 
millennium; Dut to who reads the 
ully it makes all the differ- 
in the world. There is to be a 
ficht over the doctrine, but in the end pre- 
millennism is sure to triumph.”

Time of Christ's Second Advent Is 
Warmly Discussed.

saved. Of this we may be assured, that 
Christ’s kingdom will not come upon this 
earth without the bodily presence of the 
king Himself; nor will sin be entirely sub- 
dued unto Him. He will not be crowned 
ord of all’ until He is here in person to 
be crowned. 

“Where in God's great universe will the 
coronation of the king take place? Not in 
some far-off star-world in the infinite 
space; not in some other planet of this solar 
system; but here on this earth, where He 
was born and lived and taught and died 
and was buried.”’ 

Dr. Pitzer further argued in his paper 
that at no time tn human history had the 
prophecies coneerning the glories of the 
coming kingdom been fully realized with- 
out the bodily presence of the Kir. 

Typified in the Transfiguration. 

As a type of the millenium which the 
bodily pres€nece of Christ is to usher in and 
reign over, according to the views of the 
pre-millenarians, Dr. Pitzer cited the bib- 
lieal seene of the transfiguration, in which 
Christ appeared with Moses and Etias com- 
pletely enveloped in a blaze of glory betore 
the sight of the wondering disciples. 

“When  pre-millenarians talk of the 
coming kingdom,’’ continued Dr. Pitzer, 
‘they meen that the transfiguration scenes 
will be enacted and multiplied all over the 
globe. Moses, the representative of the 
dead in Christ, who shall be raised in 
glory; and Elias, the representative of the 
living saints, who will be transfigured ina 
moment at the coming of the .Lord; the 
Father looking down with delight on His 
beloved son and the shekinah glory enfold- 
ing all. Anything short of this or less than 
this is not the kingdom for whose coming 
our Lord taugh. us to pray. 

Scriptural Predictions. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ continued Dr. 
Pitzer, ‘‘the scriptures contain many pre- 
dictions of the Savior’s second bodily ad- 
vent. One verse in every 325 out of’a total 
of 7,959 verses of the new testament speaks 
either directly or indirectly of this second 
coming. 

“The parables of our Lord setting forth 
the essential principles of the kingdom of 
heaven find their solution in the return of 
the Lord himself. The nobleman who went 
into a far country returned again; and the 
ten virgins at midnight heard the cry: 
‘Behold the bridegroom cometh, go ye out 
to meet Him.’ The return of Christ is not 
only the hope, but the blessed hope of the 
believer.” 

In still further refutation of the argument 
that sin is to be subdued before Christ 
comes again into the worid., Dr. Pitzer 
went on to cite scripture showing that the 
days immediately preceding the advent of 
the Son of ‘Man are described as given 
over to sin: ‘“‘Iniquity shall abound; the 
love of man shall wax cold; and eyen the 
very elect shall be deceived,” ete. Again 
the minister argued that the second 
coming of Christ was spoken of in the 
scripture as “‘imminent,’’ and this, he rea- 
soned, could not be ff one thousand years 
of peace were to prevail before Christ 
should come. 

Another Able Presentation. 

Still another strong presentation of the 
Savior’s expected pre-millennial advent 
was made by Dr. R. C. Reed, of Nashville, 
Tenn. Dr. Reed is the pastor of one of the 
leading churches of Nashville, 

“The branch of Christ's church to which 
we belong,’ observed Dr. Reed, “hes been 
regarded as holding to the post-millennial 
coming of Christ.

Both the second coming of Christ and the 
millennium are novel subjects to the great 

mass of our church members.” 

“On the {dea that one thuosand 
of complete subjugation to righteousness 
must elapse before the second coming 
Christ we can hardly be expected to take 
much interest In the matter; but from « 
pre-millennial po'mt of view the subject 
is one of paramount importance. 

‘This conference is an ocular demonstra- 
tion of the vital power of the pre-millenn}- 
al doctrine. Has there ever in the whole 
history of the ochuroh been a conference on 
the part of those who hold the opposite 
view? They could have no motive for 
coming together to study the teachings of

The state convicts were leased and all 
ef those now in the mines in the Birming- 
ham district will remain there. The terms 
of the lease are as follows: 

General Charles M. Shelley takes 150 first, 
second and third-class men at $16, $12 and 
$8 per month, respectively. He will work 
chem in ore mines and rock quarries in the 
Birmingham district. 

The Sloss Steel and Iron Company, of 
Jefferson county, Alabama, the second min- 
fng and manufacturing company in im- 
portance in the state, takes 250 first, sec- 
ond and third-class men at $14, $10 and $7, 
respectively. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway 
Compaiy takes the balance, about 650, at 
same rates the Sloss company pays. 

In addition to the specifications already 
stated, the two last mentioned companies 
agree to pay $> per month hire for all men 
sent to them who averaged less than third 
class. There are usually about fifteen of 
these and they are employed about the 
mines at light work, such as driving cars, 
etc. 

The new contracts are regarded here as 
exceedingly favorable for the state. 

The mine companies, it was understood, 
had contemplated declining to bid for the 
convicts and it was said that if they bid 
at all tt would be for-vonly the best ones. 
The contract now in force, and which ex- 
pires June 1, 1898, provided for the ypay- 

“ment to the state for the hire of the con- 
victs of $18 per month for first, $13.50 for 

_€econd, and $9 for third-class men. All 

- -below third class were furnished the com- 
peny without other cost than their main- 
tenance. At that time grey forge iron sold 
at from $13 to $16 per ton. Now {t brings 
#4 $6 to $6.25. Coal was worth $1.50, now 
itis worth only 8&5 cents. 

The convict board, as well as Governor 
Johnston, who played an important part 
in the making of the contracts, was in- 
clined to the policy of removing the con- 
victs from the mines, but the averages bids 
received from farmers were about $3, the 
pest being $2.75, and from sawmills about #.

FORFEITED LANDS RESTORED.

Washingion, August 12.—Acting Secretary 
Ryan, of the interior department, today 
reaffirmed a former action of the depart- 
ment in the matter of forfeited lands of 
the Mobile and Girard land grants in Ala- 
bama, involving about 2v0,000 acres.

Randolph, of Alabama, Has Been Sen- 
tenced To Death Again. 


PRISONER CRUELLY TREATED 


Was Tried by a Jury of Three Men, All 
Deficient in Intelligence. 


VERDICT WAS A SURPRISE TO THE JUDGE 


United States Consul Protests Against 
the Treatment a Fugitive Amer- 
ican Receives. 


12.—The United 
States consul at Medellin, Colombia, re- 
ports to the state department that the 
leng-pending trial of Charles Radford, & 
native of Alabama, whose right name {s 
Randolph, accused jin Colomblfa of mur- 
der, terminated July 3d last in a verdict or 
guilty. 

The judge pronounced sentence of death 
On the 6th and an appeal was taken at 
once to the highest local tribunal, which 
was granted.

WANTS FRANCE TO PAY DAMAGES 


Dr. Herz Was Guarded Three Years 
While on a Sick Bed. 

Washington, August 12.—Dr. Cornelius 
Hlerz, of Panama canal fame, has filed a 
claim with the state department for dam- 
ages against the government of France 
for illegal arrest and detention in Eng- 
land. 

The case presents some curious and un- 
usual features. Dr. Herz, it was alleged, 
fled to Engiand to escape arrest and 
prosecution by the French government as 
one of the leaders of the Panama affair. 
The French government asked his extra- 
dition, and he was arrested at a resort 
called Bournemouth by British officers. He 
was very ill and it was not possible for 
him to be brought into court to answer 
the extradition proceedings. kor three 
years, it is said, he Imy in this state, tech- 
gically under arrest and under constant 
surveillance. Meantime for his special ben- 
efit a law was passed by parliament to 
enable examinations to be held at the/bed- 
side of a prisoner in such cases as this, 
The proceedings resulted in the declina- 
tion of the British authorities to prant 
the extradition of Dr. Herz, and he now 
brings claim against France, 

After a careful examination of the pa- 
pers in the case, however, the state de- 
partment has been obliged to decline to 
undertake to prosecute the claim and has 
informed Dr. Herz’s counsel.

Washington, August 12.—Santiago Barro-

FOREIGN VESSELS GET BEST OF IT 


Americans Haul Small Per Cent of Ex- 
ports and Imports. 

Washington, August 12.—According to the 
records of the treasury department British 
vessels afe carrying over 55 per eent of the 
merchandise of the United States, both of 
imports and exports. 

Examination of figures’for the first six 
months of this year, shows the total im- 
ports in vessels has been of the value of 
$432,€89,981 and of domestic exports in ves- 
se!s $452,800,405. The percentage of imports 
carried in American vessels, 15.3, and in for- 
eign vessels 84.65, of imports in vessels the 
British. have carried 55.59 per cent; the 
Germans 11.49; French 5.46; Dutch 3.3 and all 
other foreign 8.51. Of domestic exports, 
only 8.19 is carried in American bottoms, 
91.81 per cent being carried [tn vessels of 
other nations. British vessels carry 68.23 
per cent of the value of exports by vessels; 
German 8.92; French 2.19; Morwegian 2.93, 
and ail other foreign 9.54. 

The value of imports carried in American 
vessels for the six months ending June 3&th, 
was $66,428,149, and of carried in forelgn ves- 
sels $366,261,832, the value of exports for the 
same period carried in American vessels 
was $37,113,168, and of that carried in for- 
eign vessels $451,687,237. 

The value of sugar which has been large- 
ly brought from the West Indies in Amer- 
ican vessels carried the percentage of im- 
ports in American vessels higher than that 
of value over domestic exports. During the 
first half of the present year the value of 
Imports carried in cars and other land 
vehicles was $20,008,149, and of exports $27,-

Columbus, Ga., August 12,—(Special.)— 
The secretary of the treasury of the Unit- 
ed States amd the superior court of Mus- 
cogee county have clashed over two con- 
federate siege gums, which have been ly- 
ing just north of the union depot for thirty 
years. 

The two guns are claimed by the widow 
of J. W. Barber, Barber having bought 
them from the United States government 
just after the war for $% apiece. The can- 
non originally belonged to the confederacy 
and were left at this place. 

Superintendent B. C. Epperson, of the 
Central railroad, and of Macon, an old 
confederate soldier, saw the guns here, 
and thinking perhaps they had been aban- 
dcwed, he had a friend in congress to ask 
for permission from the government to 
remove them to the confederate cemetery 
at Franklin, Tenn. This permission was 
obtained, the secretary of the treasury 
consenting to loan them to the Franklin 
cemetery, and the guns were placed on 
cars preparatory to shipping. 

The Central road in disturbing the gums 
acted under the authority of the secretary 
of the treasury. 

At the last minute Mrs. Barber hearing, 
with great surprise of the contemplated 
removal of her property, consult her at- 
torneys and they asked Judge utt for 
an injunction preventing the removal of 
the guns.

BLOODSHED SEEMS 


~ INEVITABLE NOW 


Court Restrains the Strikers from 
Marching and Camping, 


THE ORDER WILL BE DEFIED 


Sterlif with a Large Posse Is Now Ad- 
vancing on the Big Gathering. 


THE IDLE MINERS WILL NOT OBEY 


Attempt To Arrest the Men May Lead 
to a Clash with the Officers and 
Lives Sacrificed—The Crisis 
Is Now at Hand in 
Strike Situation. 


Pittsburg, August 12.—Sweeping and far- 
reaching injunctions now figure in the 
coal miners’ strike in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict. The developments of today tend to 
make the situation a strained one and it 
appears that a crisis is near at hand. 

The strikefs have demonstrated that 
their assemblages, marches and mission- 
any work have materially affected the out- 
put of the New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal Company, while at the same time 
public sympathy has been enlisted in their 
cause. 

The sheriff's proclamation, issued two 
weeks ag> restraining the men from as- 
sembling and marching, has been a dead 
letter and the marches have been contin- 
ved daily. No disturbance of any kind has 
occurred, the officials of the miners contriv- 
ing through the whcle time to Keep thelr 
men within peaceful bounds. 

A preliminary injunction was {ssued to- 
Gay by Judges Collier and Stowe, which 
now brings the metter to the county courts 
for settlemcnt. The order includes Presi- 
dent Ratchford and Lee Pierce, of the 
United Mine Workers of America, and 
Presidents Dolan and Warner, of the Pitts- 
burg District Mine Wcerkers. 

The case will be heard Monday morning 
and the decision is looked forward to with 
much interest. The miners and their of- 
ficlals claim that they are keeping within 
the law and have the right to assemble in 
peace and demenstrate to the world that 
they are being wronged by a rate of wazges 
that keeps them constantly at the point of 
starvation; also that they have a right to 
use their presence and influence among men 
who are militating against their interests 
by continuing at work. 

The New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company, on the other hand, assert that 
the marches and assemblages are ‘unlawful 
and a merac® to their employees, many of 
whow, they say, are willing to work pro- 
vided the strikers remain away. Looking 
at the matter from this standpoint, the 
company made its radical move today in 
the courts to bring about a condition under 
which the company can operate its mines. 

Sweeping Injunction Granted. 

The bill for an injunction against the 
United ‘Mine Workers’ was filed in the 
county courts about noon by counsel for 
the New York and Cleveland Gac Coal] Com 
pany. The defendants named are the 
United Mine Workers of Amer'tca, Pat- 
rick \Dolan, president; Edward McKay, 
vice president; William Warner, secretary 
and treasurer, and others. 

Judge Collier granted a preliminary 
injunction restraining order and enjoining 
the defendants from assembling or march- 
ing or ercamping in proximity to the mines 
and houses of the miners for the purpose 
by intimidation, menaces, threats and ap- 
probious words, of preventing the miners 
of the plaintiff from working. 

It further restrains the defendants from 
inducing or compelling any employee or 
miner to quit work. 

A hearing was fixed for August 16th. 
The injunction !s regarded as the most 
sweep.ng yet issued. President Dolan ex- 
pressed surprise when informed that it 
had been eranted, and addcad: 

“Tt will make no difference to us. We 
will not break camp and will go right along 
as usual until the matter !s tested In the 
courts. We wll stay there regardless o1 
every judge in Allegheny county, and it 
they try to enforce the injunction, they 
wll have to bufid more jalls to accommo- 
date the men.” 

If the strikers continue their marches in 
the morning, as they now say they wil, in 
defiance of the injunction, capases wilh 
be issued for the offenders on the charge 
of contempt of court. Should the injune- 
tfon be enforced, the strikers’ camps 
around the DeArmftt mines will soon be 
extinct. 

The strikers, thought exclted over the 
turn of events, are in now!se disheartened. 
Developments et Cannonsburg are being 
watched closely. 

Bloodshed Seems Inevitable. 

The avowed intention of the strikers te 
march tomorrow despite Judge MclIivaine's 
injunetion, is expected to result in blood- 
shed or the filling of the county prisons 
with the arrested miners. The long talkea 
of demonstration against the Westmore- 
land county mines has been abandoned by 
the strikers after one day's trial because 
of a lack of food. 

The attempt, it is sa!d, will be repeated 
soon when ample prov’sions will be car- 
ried along and a siege proclaimed and care 
ried to successful iesue. 

The injunction sccured by the New York 
and Cleveland Gas Coal Company wags 
read to President Dolan by a deputy this 
afternoon at the miners’ headquarters, 

Dolan says injunction will not change the 
miners’ campaign in the least. Ex-Prest-. 
dent Cameron Miller came into headquar- 
ters shortly after the reading of the docu- 
ment to Dolan. He said the miners will 
continue as heretofore, using all lawful 
means possible to keep miners from work- 
ing during the struggle for better wages. 
It is the intention of the officials of the 
court to forestall the customary march in 
the morning by going to the camps tonight 


and reading the injunctions to the campers. 
If this is done, the crisis wiJl be certainly

Plan To Get the Militia Out. 

It is sald that when the deputies do start 
to enforce the injunction they will be com- 
Pelled to arrest every. man for contempt 
and that as fast as thé men are placed in 
jail others will be brought into camp to 
take their places and thus the deputies will 
be Kept busy making arrests until the jails 
are overcrowded. It is claimed by the 
strikers that this movement of the com- 
pany is only another plan for getting the 
militia on the ground. 

When they find that the miners will not 
Obey the injunction and that the jails are 
becoming crowded in this manner, it is ex- 
pected that the sheriff will adjudge that his 
deputies are not- sufficient to cope with 
the situation and he will be constrained to 
call out the militia. This is the view of 
the situation taken by the leaders of the 
Strikers now in the camps. 

This evening strikers at Plum Creek held 
a meeting and voted unanimously to hold 
the fort, but not to resist arrest. The reso- 
lutions say that if one man is arrested they 
will have to arrest ail. 


Sheriff Is on the Way. 

At 11:15 p. m. Sheriff Lowery and his 
deputies, numbering one hundred, left Tur- 
tle Creek for Plum Creek. The distance 
they will have to travel is about twelve 
miles and they expect to be on hand before 
the strikers march on Plum Creek. 

The sheriff is determimed to carry out 
the order of the court, and says he will 
surely arrest the leaders as soon as the 
march begins. If new leaders are substi- 
tuted, they also will be gathered in. 

While the big majority of the strikers 
ere willing to go to jail unresistingly, 
there are a few of the hot-heads who 
announced that they will not be taken 
alive. 

This minority may be the means of caus- 
ing strife.

He was sent to the state senate 
in 1877. 

He saw no more of public service until

tenat governorship he has spent a quiet 
life on his farm and at East Radford. 

As a stump speaker, he has few equals 
in Virginia.

Swiftly Propelled by the Action of the 
Waves—New Motive Force. 


From The Philadelphia Record. 

Tourists at Naples this spring have no- 
ticed a little open boat, which set out 
seaward whenever the sea was rough, and 
particularily when the treacherous siroccas 
sent the turbulent waves spraying over the 
stone coping of the Via Carraciolo. Once 
having noticed the little frail shell, the 
fact of its going out in heavy 
seemed so much more strange, since it was 
impossible to tell how it moved about. 
The single person seated in the boat did 
not row, there was no sail, no smokestack 
was visible, no wheel, no screw, no boiler, 
no engine; none of the metal parts un-

A trial with the small model of such a 
boat in one of tne basins of tae aquarium 
at the station is highiy amusing and suf- 
prising at the same time. ‘The toy is per- 
fectiy still Whren piacea in tne water, but 
45 s00n as little waves are produced in the 
basin with the hand or a smati board, the 
toy Starts as if driven by witcheraft. The 
power developed is yvrather considerable, 
and it is best compared with tne pull ex- 
erted by a kite in a brisk wind. The new 
boat, which the inventor has called the 
Autonaut, is not exactly a boat without a 
motor, but one without the ordinacy mo* 
tive powers—as a matter of fact, the steel 
fin vibrated by the motion of the water is 
the motor of the Autonaut. 

Secretary Linden first conceived the idea 
of the new motive force while observing the 
anovement of the fishes in the aquarium, 
particularly the tail motions, the must im- 
portant, apparently, in the locomotion of 
the finny tribe. After many years’ exper- 
iments, calculations and improvements, his 
last Loat. which is thirteen feet long 
has recently run against a strong wine 
and tide in the gulf of Naples at the rate 
of three and a half miles an hour. The 
steel fins were together about ten square 
feet in size, and he has by experiments es- 
tablished the best size to about one- 
third of the surface upon which the boat 
is resting. The fins. which were first made 
of several layers of thin spring steel, are 
now wrought out of one plece, and the 
most effective shape is that of the dol- 
phin’s tail fin. The new boat can be steered 
in the ordinary manner, and will draw an- 
other boat heavier than it is itself. The 
apparatus is cheap, and can be supplied 
to any boat even if it has other mot've 
power, 

No matter how little wind, the tide move- 
ment alone is sufficient to impart enough 
motion ,to the waves to propel the boat 
provided with Linden fins. The greatest 
field of the Linden boat, however. and 
where its value is inestimable, is In the 
use of life-saving apparatus which has to 
travel short distances in almost always 
heavy weather. The crew would arrive at

| Following on the heels of the death of 
Canovas, the British foreign office has 
printed a report dealing with Spain’s 
financial affairs, and the figures con- 
tained therein reveal the hopelessly 
bankrupt condition of the government. 
The total Spanish debt, including Cuba, 
famounts to $1,765,000,000 in gold, with 
‘an interest charge of $70,000,000 yearly. 
In addition, there is $19,000,000 inter- 
est for liabilities on Cuban operations, 
which means 25 per cent additional to 
the debt. Thus Spain, with an income 
of only $150,000,000, at the outside, is 
burdened with a debt of more than two- 
thousand millions in gold. 

It is easy to perceive from these fig- 
ures that it is only a question of time, 
‘and a very short time at that, before 
Spain will have to go through the dras- 
tic processes of liquidation. When those 
who hold her bonds realize that the in- 
evitable can be no longer postponed, 
they will insist on the freedom of Cuba, 
with the condition that a part of this 
idebt shall be paid by the island. 

The foreign bankers, no doubt, sym- 
pathize with Spain in her troubles, but 
their sympathies are measured by the 
pounds, shillings and pence they are 
able to wring from her. They will be 
eager to enter into any compromise that 
will save to them a part of the precious 
gold which they have loaned to Spain. 

It is the power of these foreign bank- 
‘ers, acting through their partners and 
‘agents in New York, that has prevent- 
ed the administration and congress from 
carrying out the will of the people of 
this country with respect to Cuba. It 
4s this power of the foreign bankers 
which has been successfully exercised 
in compelling two presidents to employ 
United States cruisers in patrolling our 
‘coasts in behalf of Spain and in the in- 
terest of Spanish tyranny and butch- 
ery. 

So far as the end of Spanish rule in 
Cuba is concerned, the assassination of 
Canovas was unnecessary. It can only 
hasten the inevitable. It means, how- 
ever, far more than the loss of Cuba, 
It means that Spanish prestige is at an 
end at the bank counters, and the prob- 
‘ability is that before a year has passed 
away, the present rulers of Spain will 
be refugees. 

The country is ripe for a revolution, 
and the bankruptcy of the treasury will 
be the signal to the republicans to take 
charge of affairs.

The Republican Party and the Negroes. 
We publish elsewhere a communica- 
tion from a negro subscriber who lives 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., and whose Iurid 
display of rhetoric is evidently based on 
the false presumption that The Consti- 
tution expected the republican admin- 
istration to ignore the colored. brother 
in the distribution of patronage. 
Our Brooklyn correspondent possibly 
did not read The Constitution during 
the last campaign; otherwise he would 
have known that it took great pains 
by persistent effort to notify the lead- 
ers of the white forces that were being 
marshaled under the republican banger 
that the effort to make a respectable 
white republican party in Georgia Was 
doomed to dismal failure. It a 
then—a fact, which it has repeated 
emphasized—that the republican party 
in Georgia was now, and has always 
been, a negro party, and that the effort 
toimpart casteto it by givingita white 
veneering would be as fruitless this time 
as it has been on every other occasion 
when it has been tried. Our Brooklyn 
correspondent, therefore, whose views 
are presented elsewhere on this page, is 
unnecessarily indignant at The Constitu- 
tion. Events have fully justified our 
position. The immaculate brigade which 
tore its hair on the day of the election, 
and which shouted itself hoarse at the 
triumph o1 republicanism, has been sent 
to the rear, and the edict has gone 
forth that no “lily white’ need apply. 
The republican party in Georgia is a 
negro party; and we think that even 
those who were inclined to doubt it in 
the last campaign are now prepared to 
admit that The Constitution was right 
when it warned them that the thing 
which has happened would be in store 
for them in the event of republican suc- 
cess. 
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Two Significant Events. 

The result of the special election in 
the fourth Indiana district, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of the 
late Judge W. S. Holman, is of special 
significance. Last year the normal ma- 
jority of the democratic fusion ticket 
in the district was 747. Mr. Holman 
ran ahead of the ticket in the district 
and received a majority of 825 votes. 

Last year the populists put up no ecan- 
didate against Judge Holman. At the 
recent election the democratic candidate, 
Hen. Francis M. Griffith, was compelled 
to fight a populist as well as a republi- 
can candidate. Both of his opponents 
are preachers, and personally popular in 
the district. There were no personal- 
ities in the campaign, the contest be- 
ing fought on purely political lines, the 
money question playing the most prom- 
inent part. 

Our dispatches yesterday showed that 
Mr. Griffith was elected by the surpris- 
ing majority of 1,152, in the face of the 
fact that Dr. Browder, the populist can- 
didate, received 600 votes; whereas 
Judge Holman, with no populist oppo- 
nent, and with both parties polling their 
full vote, had a majority of only 825. 

Our readers can sift out the signifi- 
cance of this result for themselves, bear- 
ing in mind the fact that Judge Hol- 
man was a man of’ national reputation 
and the most popular public man in 
his district. He was never defeated 
until 1894, when the voters of the coun- 
try united to protest against Cleveland- 
ism. He was re-elected last year after 
the people had discovered that Cleve- 
landism bore no relation to democracy. 


Por the benefit of those who Lave 


In 1894 the populists polled nearly 


2,000 votes in the district. At the re- 
cent election they polled 600 votes, This 
shows that the fusion of last year On 
the silver issue has had the effect of 
restoring to the democratic party the 
populists who really believe in demo- 
cratic principles, and who are anxious 
to promote the reforms they advocate. 

The democratic gaing in the fourth 
Indiana district have a deeper signifi- 
cance this year than ever before. ‘They 
mean that the people in all parts of the 
country are preparing to rally io the 
support of the democratic party, and in 
this way take their government out of 
the hands of the trusts. 

Another significant event is to be 
found in the exposure of perfidy made 
at the recent populist convention in 
Ohio. It was praven conclusively up- 
der oath that the republican state com- 
mittee had put up funds to defray the 
expenses of the anti-fusion movement, 
with the view of forcing the nomina- 

ion of a populist ticket, and thus with- 
drawing from the democratic strength. 
The nomination of Caxey was the clli- 
max of the transaction with Hanna, and 
is, in itself, sufficient to open the eyes 
of the voters of Ohio to the fact that 
the convention was held and eandidates 
nominated in the interest of that arch- 
plotter against the welfare of the peo- 
ple. 

It is fortunate for the democrats that 
the convention was held. Otherwise 
there would have been no exposure of 
the methods and intentions of those per- 
fidious populist leaders who have sold 
themselves to Hanna. Those populists 
who believe in the principles of their 
party will not be slow to resent the ef- 
forts of the middle-of-the-road men to 
betray them. The middle-of-the-road 
populists in Ohio have put out a sepa- 
rate ticket for the sole purpose of tak- 
ing away from the democratic candidate 
the votes of the populists who would 
otherwise be cast against Hanna. 

Ordinarily, this would be a_ very 
shrewd move on the part of the republi- 
ean leader, but, under present circum- 
stances, it is such a boldly awkward ef- 
fort to deceive honest men, and its pur- 
poses are so plain, that we wonder why 
Mr. Hanna did not employ his money 
in a way better calculated to fool the 
voters. Populists who have been bought 
or who sincerely desire to aid the re- 
publicans may be expected to support 
Coxey; but those who believe in honest 
government and honest political meth- 
ods will vote for the democratic candi- 
dates in every county and precinct in 
the state. 
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No Help from Great Britian. 

Some of the leading bankers of Lon- 
don have been interviewed concerning 
the negotiations of the United States 
bimetallic commission with the govern- 
ment of Great: Britain, with the view 
of bringing about an international con- 
ference on the money question, 

Privy Councilor Lidderdale, who was 
for a long time governor of the Bank 
of England, thinks that the really vital 
question is the opening of the Indian 
mints. The chancellor of the excheq- 
uer, who, Mr. Lidderdale says, is not a 
bimetallist, has stated that he would 
advise the Indian government to reopen 
the Indian mints, if the countries. in- 
terested in a bimetallic conference shall 
agree that the value of silver shall be 
maintained. Mr, Lidderdale thinks that 
Great Britain will accept the invitation 
of France and the United States to an 
international conference; thoug)., in his 
opinion, ‘such acceptance would be more 
a matter of courtesy than as expressive 
of any assurance that England is pre- 
pared to alter its currency system. 

Mr. Walter Burns, one of the most 
prominent bankers of London and a 
strong monometallist, is outspoken in 
his opposition to an international con- 
ference, or to any yielding on the part 
of Great Britain, should courtesy make 
the government a participant in such a 
conference. In speaking of the ques- 
tion, Mr. Burns says: 

You ask me if there {s likely to be an 
international monetarv conference. Well, 
I believe England will accept an invita- 
tion to one—out of courtesy—Dbut how will 
that advance matters? The conference will 
be a mere waste of time unless the gov- 
ernments concerned have a proposal cut 
and dried to lay before it, and there ts no 


likelihood of any such proposal being 
agreed upon. 
i don’t believe for an instant that the 


British government intends to do anything. 
Englishmen have a way of saying ‘‘No” 
which Americans might mistake for ‘‘Yes.”* 
They have received the bimetallic commis- 
sion courteously, as they always do. They 
listen attentively to what they have got 
to say and they do not reply without due 


deliberation. But as to any agreement 
being arrived at, that is another matter 
altogether. 


In the city of London, for one thing, all 
the leading bankers are against any. dis- 
turbance of the existing monetary system, 
and if there were no other reason for dis- 
missing as chimerical the reports as to an 
agreement on an international bimetallic 
basis that fact would be enough. The 
British government never yet has gone 
against the city on such a question. 

We are inclined to think that Mr, 
Burns is right. We must expect nothing 
from England in the effort to restore 
silver to former coinage conditions, or 
anything like them. The leading bank- 
ers of London, as Mr. Burns shows, are 
against any disturbance of existing con- 
ditions; and as he further shows, the 
British government has never yet tak- 
en issue with London—and that meang 
the bankers—on such a question, 

The bankers run London—London 
controls Great Britain—and Great Brit- 
ain owns the earth. That is the logic 
of Mr. Burns’s reasoning; and there are 
& great many people in this country 
who believe it to be true.

POLICE ARE APTER 
THE DARK ALLEYS 


They Will Break Up the Lawless Groups 
at Night. 


RENDEZVOUS OF CRIMINALS 


Alleys the Places Where, Crime Finds 
Its Inception. 


THEY ARE VERY HARD PLACES TO RAID 


—_——-——---- 


Police Cannot Get to the Alleys With- 
out Being Seen—The Noted Al- 
leys in the City. 


The police are after the dark alleys in 
the city. 


have taken to resorting to the alleys for 
the purpose of planning their crimes. Many 
of the assassinations, burglaries, assaults 
and highway robberies have found their 
inception in one of the narrow, dark thor- 
oughfares which are at times free from in- 
terruption by the police officers. 

It has recently got to such a pass that 
it is as much as a policeman’s life is worth 
to go into the dark alleys alone. When 
an officer is wanted in such a place, he is 
never sent by himself. 

On a number of occasions recently there 
have been highway robberies in which 
the victims have been tolled to some dark 
and unfrequented spot and robbed, In near- 
ly every case of the kind the place selected 
Was in one of the alleys. 

Most of these alleys are so situated as 
to make them most desirable places for 
such work as the outlaws wish to carry 
on. They have two main entrances and are 
flanked with numerous negro cabins, 
through the yards of which there is easy 
egress to any of the near streets. Take, 
for instance, the alley in the rear of the 
Equitable building. It would take half of 
the police force to raid the place and cap- 
ture a crowd of negroes secreted there. 

It is also impossible for a policeman to 
approach one of the aHeys without being 
seen. 

Spies Placed on Guard. 

Usually when any lawlessness is going on 
in an alley a man is placed on the lookout, 
who immediately sounds a note of warning 
when he sees a policeman approaching. 

Those who read the police court records 
are familiar with the names of the alleys. 
They read nearly every day of somej{iing 
happening in Lynch's alley or in Hobo al- 
ley. The alleys which give the police the 
most trouble are Hobo alley, Martin's 
alley, London lane, Duval’s alley and Rasp- 
berry alley.

When the bill went to the senate the 
question arose as to the duty of the house. 
Should it go on with business or await 
the action of the senate? We had been 
called together in extraordinary § session 
for one purpose and for one alone, and that 
was to dispose of the one question which 
was really pending before the people of the 


United States—a question which we all 
knew” had to be settled and which we 
thought ought to be settled speedily. Of 


course, while the president could call us 
together for a special purpose, he could 
not limit our action. Once in session we 
were at liberty to do whateyer we deemed 
imperative for the good of the country. 
But we were confronted by one very sim- 
ple fact. We might discuss all the questions 
of the hour, but we could progress not one 
step. Legislation was impossible. The two 
houses were radically opposed. Nobody 
can name a single public question on which 
they were or are in accord. Business there- 
fore would be impossible, and nothing 
could come of it except a stirring up of the 
country with crude propositions which, 
as they could not become law, would be 
undertaken with no proper sense of re- 
sponsibility, and discussed solely on aca- 
demic and political bases. What the coun- 
try wanted was tariff and a rest. Hence 
any mere discussions would have but con- 
fused this simple issue and prevented the 
operation of public sentiment on the sen- 
ate. We, therefore, resisted all attempts 
to confuse the people and held the issue 
up before the whole community, with the 
result that the popular will has not been 
thwarted. There never has been a time in 
my experience when the dominant party of 
the house of representatives has been so 
united and so Nearly unanimous. In point 
of fact it is only just to say that the better 
and more responsible part of the miffority 
were in open accord and that there were 
others who silently agreed. It is true that 
some gentlemen in the senate took this 
action of the house in high dudgeon and 
held it to be unconstitutional, but as the 
senate had for years indorsed every prin- 
ciple involved there was not much life in 
this contention.

This Continent Has More Than Half the 
Railroads on the Globe. 


ALL TOLD 433,953 MILES IN ’95 


European Transportation Companies 
Are Capitalized Higher Than Others. 


THREE TIMES GREATER THAN OURS ARE 


The Mileage Keeps on Growing—Less 
Than 400 People to One Mile of 
Road in the United States. 


America leads all “the countries of the 
world in railroad mileage, having nearly 
75,000 more miles of road than Europe. 

If all the railroads were placed end to 
end and side by side there would be seven- 
teen tracks all the way round the world, 
and enough left to put in side tracks at 
all important points. 

The Prussian ministry of public works 
has corpiled statistics of the railroads of 


the world. Below is the mileage for 1891 

and 1895 by countries:

.The aggregate capital of all railroads in 
the world is $35,216,000,000, which is about 
$24 for each inhabitant. Of this whole 
capital, $18,695,000,000, or 6 per cent, is in- 
vested in the European railroads, which 
have but 36 per cent of the whole mileage. 
The capitalization of European railroads 
is $120,440 per mile, or just about double the 
capitalization of American roads, and near- 
ly three times greater than the capital of 
Georgia's railroads. 

Commenting on the Prussian statistics, 
The Railroad Gazette says: 

“The new countries of the world have 
generally provided themselves with rail- 
roads close up to the growth of popula- 
tion and production to support them. This 
is indicated by the very small poo 
er mile of railroads in Canada, the United 
Btates, Australia and even in the Argentine 
tepublic. It is only by utilizing this means 
of transportation that they have been able 
to make their rapid growth and add so 
enormously to the world’s food supply, etc. 
It is not possible that they can long in- 
crease’ their railroads faster than their 
population grows, for the existing rail- 
roads are, as a whole, insufficiently sup- 
ported by the present population. In this 
country, at present, an addition of 3,000 
miles to our railroad system will leave the 
population per mile practically unchanged. 
There was one year when we built 13,000 
miles of railroad, and that alone reduced 
the population per mile of road from 422 to 
population per mile to support the railroads 
296. while from 1880 to 1890, having built 
74.500 miles of railroad in the decade, the 
fell from 580 to 388—just about one-third. 
Canada ana Australia have still smaller 
population per mile than this country, 
where it has changed but little since the 
last census.”’

Sam Sang, who ts an intelligent china- 
man and one of the leaders in Mongolian 
circles, was the victim of the wrath of 
Yates. It was over one shirt and two col- 
lars that the trouble ocewtred. That little 
yellow ticket with the ancient hieroglyph- 
feces written from the other corner was the 
missing link that caused the trouble. 

Yates went into Sam Sang’s laundry, No. 
4 Whitehall street, and asked for his shirt 
and collars.

A 
friends of (Mr. Yates was with him, and he 
also told Sam that the ticket had been

Sam ordered one of the 
negroes to go for the police, wh'ch angered 
Yates, who proceeded to @ash up the Chi- 
nese With a piece of iron, so it is claimed 
by the negro woman who was at work in 
the shop.

CHAIRMAN CAMP’S 
LATEST SCHEME 


Proposes To Ask the Railroads To Pay 
Two-Thirds Cost of Viaduct. 


SAYS THE LINES SHOULD DO IT 


He Will Communicate with President 
Comer, of the Central. 


COMMITTEE TO MAKE COUNTER PROPOSITION 


The Offer of President Spencer and 
President Comer To Give $25,000 
Is Unsatisfactory.

Upon his return from Norfolk with Maeyor 
Ccllier’s perty of councimen and officials 
Mr. Milt Camp, chairman of the bridge 
ccmmittee of the council, will communicite 
with Mr. Hi. ™M. Comer, president of the 
Central railroad compiny, in reference to 
the extersicn of Alabama street to the 
western section of the city. 

Before his departure for Virgtr’‘a with 
the street committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber, Mr. Camp recetved a letter from Mr. 
Comer in which the latter signified a will- 
ingness to take up the question at issue 
with the bridge committee and Mr. Camp 
will probably invite Mr. Comer to come to 
Atlanta to confer with his committee about 
the several plans under consideration. 

It is probable that the bridge committes 
Will make a proposition to Mr. Comer amd 
Presilent Spencer, of the Southern, sub- 
ject to approval of the city council. Mr. 
Camp stated to a representatives of The 
Constitution ot Norfolk Wednesday that 
he would propose that his committee make 
a proposition to the railread companies 
providing for the erection of a virduet at 
Mitchell street, tbe cost of the satne to be 
apportioned as follows: 

The city of Atlanta to pay one third: 
the Central railroad company one third, 
and the Southern Railway Company one 
third. 

It is confidently believed that something 
taneible will result from a consideration of 
the vexatious question on that basis. It is 
argued that the railroad companies should 
pay at least two-thirds of the cost of the 
Viaduct, as it will bridge their right of way 
and greatly lessen the danger to life and 
property at Mitchell street, and in addition 
will settle once for all the question of ex- 
tending Alabama street by grade crossing 
or bridge. With the erection of a viadnuet 
at Mitchell street the people of the west 
side will be given an outlet and inlet to the 
city and they will be satisfied to abandon 
the project to bridge the tracks at Ala- 
bama street, at least for a number of years. 

Mr. Camp thinks the railroads are willing 
to do their part toward settling the ques- 
tion and he believes a fair basis of settle- 
ment would be as stated. He sa'd in Nor- 
folk that he would call a meeting of his 
committee soon after his return to At- 
lanta and would ask his associates on the 
committee to concur in the proposed plan 
to submit a proposition to the roads. Dr. 
Stephens and Alderman Woodward will 
doubtless approve the plan and it is known 
that it ts favored by a number of members 
of the council. 

Mayor Collier says the plan is a good 
one and he approves the suggestion that 
the railroads be asked to pay two-thirds of 
the cost of the viaduct. 

Will Make Counter Proposition. 

This proposition will be made in the na- 
ture of a counter proposition to. that made 
by the roads last spring when the question 
was first agitated. At that time Mr. Spen- 
cer and Mr. Comer offered to donate $25,000 
toward paving for the viaduct. but the 
amount was considered inadaquate consid- 
ering the great advantage and interest of 
the railroads in the construction of a via- 
duct at this point. The offer was considered 
as umsatisfactory and now the city will 
come back at the officials with the propo- 
sition that they pay two-thirds of the cost. 

It is argued that when Mitchell street 
was extended across the right of way of 
the railroads they had only two tracks 
and a narrow right of way. Now there are 
more than six tracks and the right of way 
has been extended On this account the 
city thinks the roads have obligated them- 
selves to protect the people who now have 
to cross a network of tracks, whereas they 
only had to cross two-tracks several years 
ago. By the widening of the right of way 
and the more frequent use of the street 
for trackage purposes the city thinks the 
roads are in duty bound to bear a share 
of the burden of providing a safe and satis- 
factory crossing way and two-thirds of 
the cost is regarded as the proper amount 
fur the roads to give.

CURFEW WILL NOT 
RING IN ATLANTA 


Police Committee Makes an Adverse 
Report on the Women’s Petition. 


CURFEW CANNOT BE ENFORCED 


Members of the Committee Fail To See 
the Necessity of a Bell. 


REPORT AGREED TO BY HIASCH AND MADDOX 


The Other Member of the Committee, 
Mr. Camp, Will Concur in the 
Decision of Associates. 


Curfew shall not ring at night in At- 


lanta. 

That is the decree of the police committee 
of the council. 

The committee has decided to make an 
adverse report on the petition of the wo- 
men for the adoption of a eurfew ordi- 
nance, 

This decision was reached by Chatir- 
man Hirsch and Mr. Macdox, of the oom- 
mittee, at a meeting yesterday afternoon. 
The other members of the committee, Mr. 
Carp, is out of the city, but it is known 
that he is opposed to curfew and that he 
will concur in the action of his associates 
on the committee. 

This action probably settles the fate of 
the curfew movement in Atlanta, The 
council will doubtless adopt the adverse 
report of the committee and there the 
scheme to ring a bell to frighten the chil- 
dren off the streets at nignt will meet de- 
feat. The report of the commitice will be 
presented to the council at its regular 
meeting next Monday. 

The curfeW question was recently raised 
by certain members of the south side Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union. The 
ladies Gecided that Atlanta’s boys and 
girls would be better boys and girls if Kept 
off the streets at aljl hours of the night, 
and that started a movement to petition the 
counejl to adopt a curfew ordinance. A 
big petition was circulated and numerously 
signed and presented to the council. It 
was referred to the police committee and 
was taken up by/ that committee yester- 
day afternoon. 

The decision of the committee will doubt- 
less be a disappoipzefhent to the ladies 
moving in the matter and it is possible 
they will ask the council ‘to disagree with 
the report of the committee and adopt 
a curfew ordinance. 

The committee thinks it impracticable 
to enforce a eurfew ordinance in Atlanta, 
The members say the city is too big and 
that it is not a proper time to. take up 
such schemes. The comm@teemen believe 
the children of Atlanta cannot be Kept at 
home after dark, because if there Was a 
curfew law the parents of the children 
would give them permits to leave home, 
and in that way defeat the purpcse of the 
ordinance. 

And it is feared the adoption of a curfew 
ordinance would meKkKe it necessary to em- 
ploy a great many extra policemen to ar- 
rest the young offenders who would per- 
sist in yemaining on the streets after the 
sound of the unwelecme curfew.

Greatest Excitement in Wheat in a Long 
Time Prevailed Yesterday. 


THE FEELING IS VERY BULLISH 


Wheat Closed 1 5-8c Higher--Corn Was 
‘Strong, but Advanced Only a 
Fraction. 


Chicago, August 12.—September wheat to- 
day reached the best price of the year, se|l- 
ing at 8444c. The pit was badly congested 
at the opening, and September was bid. up 
from 81% to 84c in the first five minutes on 
light trading. A reaction followed to 82%c, 
and then, principally on the advance at 
Paris, the market broadened perceptibly 
and scored the top price of the day. Gust 
before the close a rush to realize forced 
September from 84%c to 8d'*c, leaving a 
net advance of 1%c. 

Corn was strong, but suffered from real- 
izing. maintaining %c net advance. Oats 
followed the activity in wheat. Exporters 
bought freely, September closed %4c higher. 
Provisions were slow until near the close 
when pork was advanced l5c, lard Tc and 
ribs l0‘ec. . 

After a 3% bulge in wheat yesterday the 
ordinary rules of speculation required that 
it should have dropped eo of it this morn- 
ing, even if only to brace itself for an exX- 
cited tussle with the bears. <A _ sort of 
midsummer madness appeared to have 
taken possession of the market, however, 
and all the rules of the game were disre- 
garded. September started a trifle higher 
at from &l5gc to 8l%ec, compared with Sitgc 
at the close of yesterday's session. For 
about five minutes it played up and down 
between 8l7se and &l4c. At the end of that 
time it started to cligb and in three min- 
utes was selling at 84c.

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GROCERS FAYOR 
MARKET SCHEME 


Almost toa Unit They Concur in Saying 
They Want a Market. 


THE LOCATION IS A GOOD ONE

It Is Central and Is Within Easy Reach 
of All the Car Lines. 


BUT THE RAILROADS ARE IN THE WAY 


If They Consent the Scheme Will Go 
Through, for There Is Little Op- 
position in Council. 


The ordinance introduced at a meeting 
of the council some time ago to eSstab- 
lish a public market seems to be 
meeting with general favor in the city 
and especially among the grocerymen, 
That the people are in favor of having 
a market there is little doubt and it nas 


always been thought that the grocerymen 
were the power behind the throne when the 
previcus market ordinareces were defeated, 
but ir this case it seems that the procers 


are almost as a unit in declaring them- 
selves in favor of the ordinance and they 
will do all in their power to have it 
adopted. 

They claim that they sre being ruined 
by the promiscuous peddling of vegetables 
in the city. According to what they say 
Ucenses are granted to all of the country- 
men and they now control the trade of the 
city. The grocers say that the country- 
men come to them in the morning and 
dispose of a part of their wares and 
then go from hvuse to house and sell what 


remains, and when the grocers arrive at the 
houses for orders, they tind that the house- 
keepers have already bought their supply 
of vegetables. 

This is one argument used by the grocers 
and the other is equally as important. It 
is claimed that the grocerymen are iosing 
money on what they do sell, on account of 
the long time which they are compelled 
to wait for their money, if, indeed, it is 
forthcoming at all. They say the credit 
system on green groceries, which is now in 
yorue, would be abolished under miuar- 
ket ordinance, thus greatly benefiting them, 

Has Always Favored It. 

Mr. J. FE. Gullatt was seen and 
for an expression In regard to the 
posed market. He “Well, I have 
always favored the market scheme. I be- 
lieve that the people would be better Satis- 
fied and I am sure that the grocers would.

Governor Atkinson's past record in the 
matter of commutations may serve as @ 
measure by which the result of this appeal 
may be determined.

OWNERS OF STOCK 


MUST PAY DEFICIT 


Suit Against Fidelity Stockholders Was 
Filed Yesterday. 


THERE ARE MANY DEFENDANTS 


Receiver Logan Asks for the Court’s 
Judgment in the Full Amount. 


DEPOSITORS CLAMOR FOR THEIR MONEY 


They Say They Have Waited Long and 
Patiently and They Are Now Hot 
After the Stockholders.

The stockholders of the Fidelity Banking 
and Trust}Company are defendants in «a sult 
which was filed yesterday in the superior 
court by Receiver James L. Logan, and the 
double lidBility of stockholders to banks is 
the basis upon which the suit is filed. This 
suit has been threatened for several weeks, 
but it.had been announced that the stock- 
holders would pay their pro rata shares 
and it was supposed that liitgation would 
be averted. In the suit filed yesterday Re- 
ceiver Logan says there have been many 
overtures made for settlement but that the 


majority of the stoekholders have declined 
to pay into his hands the necessary 
amounts. 


When the bank faltled early in the spring 
the deposit list showed the pank to be due 
its customers about $20,000. It was hoped 
that this amount would be paid without the 
necessity of court Hitigation and a num- 
ber of the stockholdérs aie agreed several 
times to the proposed settlement, but the 
arrangement fell through each time because 
there Were some who declined to advance 
the money. On account of the delay the 
depositors and creditors held a mass me‘t- 
ing in the chamber of commerce and some 
very warm resolutions were passed at the 
meeting. A number of times criminal pros- 
ecution has been threatened, but each time 


the announcement was made that a plan 
had been arranged by which to pay the 
bank's indebtedness and the warrants were 
not issued. 


In the suit Receiver Logan states that he 
has endeavored to make these collections 
as recetver, but has not been able to do so, 
and he, therefore, asks that the court exe- 
cute judgments against the stockholders. 
The suit was filed by the attorneys for the 
receiver and will be heard at the next term 
of the superior court.
